D.D.S.A.  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  79 
Baker  Street,  W.l;  Chloramphenicol, 
Fraser  Chemicals,  Ltd.,  88  High  Street, 
London,  S.E.I 3,  and  Chlorothiazide, 
Halewood  Chemicals,  Ltd.,  Horton 
Road,  Stanwell  Moor,  nr.  Staines,  Middx. 

The  previous  contracts  were  awarded  to  Biorex 
Laboratories,  Ltd.  (chlortetracycline);  Fraser 
Chemicals,  Ltd.  (chloramphenicol  and  tetracy- 
cline): Halewood  Chemicals.

Europe  for  the  protection  of  the  rights 
and  interests  of  manufacturers'  agents.

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forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  the  principal  members  of  the 
Government,  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  British  Manufacturers.  Great 
Britain  is  now  apparently  the  only 
country  in  Western  Europe  where  legis- 
lation of  the  kind  is  not  already  in 
force  and,  in  view  of  the  current  inte- 
gration of  European  trade  and  the 
probable  entry  of  Britain  into  the  Com- 
mon Market,  the  council  consider  it 
essential  that  the  British  manufacturer's 
agent  should  be  placed  on  an  equal 
footing  with  his  European  counterpart. 
Mr.  Arthur  Holt,  M.P.,  has  asked  the 
President  of  The  Board  of  Trade  "  if  he 
is  prepared  to  introduce  legislation 
similar  to  that  in  Western  Europe  in 
regard  to  agency  contracts  and  compen- 
sation for  loss  of  office,"  and  the  coun- 
cil have  requested  that,  pending  the 
introduction  of  such  legislation,  any 
measures  taken  by  the  Government  in 
regard  to  contracts  of  service  and  com- 
pensation for  loss  of  office  of  em- 
ployees should  be  extended  to  cover 
manufacturers*  agents. 

Glass  Manufacturers 

ANNUAL  LUNCHEON 

AT  the  annual  luncheon  of  the  Glass 
Manufacturers'  Federation  held  on  Dec- 
ember 10,  the  president  of  the  Federa- 
tion (Mr.  Alec  W.  Clark),  said  that 
variations  in  market  potential,  induced 
by  Government  measures  to  cope  with 
recurring  financial  crises,  had  under- 
mined the  confidence  with  which  plans 
for  investment,  research  and  develop- 
ment were  laid.  He  also  called  for  a 
removal  of  last  year's  fuel  oil  tax 
which,  he  said,  had  borne  quite  dispro- 
portionately on  glass  manufacturers  and 
had  placed  them  at  a  grave  disadvan- 
tage with  their  Continental  competitors. 
The  chief  guest  at  the  luncheon  was  Sir 
Robert  Shone  (director  general, 
National  Economic  Development  Office) 
who  said  that  the  glass  industry  had 
shown  itself  well  aware  of  competitive 
forces;  the  great  strides  in  the  export 
trade,  where  a  prewar  import  surplus 
had  been  converted  to  a  substantial  ex- 
port surplus,  were  a  great  achievement. 
Mr.  Lionel  E.  Norton,  M.Sc.(Tech.),  was 
elected  president  of  the  Federation,  the 
appointment  to  take  effect  on  January 
1,  1963.

REVISED  EDITION  READY  SHORTLY 

A  REVISED  (1963)  edition  of  the 
Export  List  for  articles  manufactured  in 
the  United  Kingdom  and  exported,  is 
being  published  for  use  as  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  1963.  The  order  and  grouping  of 
the  headings  in  the  List  have  been  re- 
vised to  classify  the  external  trade  stati- 
stics of  the  United  Kingdom  within  the 
framework  of  the  Standard  Interna- 
tional Trade  Classification,  Revised,  of 
the  United  Nations  (S.I.T.C.,  Revised), 
which  provides  headings  corresponding 
directly  with  those  of  the  Brussels  Tariff 
Nomenclature.  The  declarations  of  the 
consignor's  name  and  address  required 
under  paragraph  4(b)  of  the  notes  to 
the  1962  Export  List  is  dispensed  with, 
but  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signee must  continue  to  be  given  if  the 


goods  are  being  exported  under  an  ex- 
port licence.  A  revised  edition  of  the 
"  Statistical  Classification  for  Imported 
Goods  and  for  Re-exported  Goods  "  is 
also  being  issued  for  use  from  the  same 
date  for  the  guidance  of  users  of  the 
statistics.

BRITISH  manufacturers  are  accused  of 
not  taking  sufficient  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  for  dollar  sales  offered 
"  right  on  their  doorsteps  "  by  the  Bri- 
tish buying  houses  of  North  American 
stores.  The  accusation  is  made  in  re- 
ports received  by  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere Exports  Council  from  its  repre- 
sentatives in  North  America.  The 
Council  states  that  some  manufacturers 
of  consumer  goods  do  not  even  seem  to 
be  aware  that  those  buying  houses 
exist.  More  than  thirty  are  listed  in  the 
booklet  "  Dollars  on  your  Doorstep," 
available  free,  with  amendments,  from 
the  Council's  offices  at  21  Tothill  Street, 
London,  S.W.I. 

Protein  from  Oil 

CONVERSION  BY  MICRO-ORGANISMS 

SEMI-COMMERCIAL  protein  produc- 
tion from  crude  oil  is  being  started  by 
the  French  associate  of  the  British 
Petroleum  Co.  The  process  involves 
conversion  by  micro-organisms  of  cer- 
tain hydrocarbons  in  the  oil  into  pro- 
tein, said  to  be  similar  in  composition 
to  that  in  animals.  The  addition  of 
trace  elements,  nitrogen  and  phos- 
phorus is  necessary  for  the  organisms 
to  multiply,  but  oil  remaining  is  fit  for 
normal  use  and  mainly  unwanted  frac- 
tions are  digested.  Output  from  the 
plant  is  being  used  for  nutritional  and 
toxicity  tests  on  animals.

NEW  B I LLING HAM  PLANT  IN  OPERATION 

A  NEW  methylamines  plant  of  the 
heavy  organic  chemicals  division  of 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  at 
Billingham,  co.  Durham,  is  now  in  full 
operation.  The  plant  has  a  capacity  for 
mono-,  di-,  and  trimethylamines  more 
than  five  times  that  of  the  original  (and 
now  superseded)  plant.

Medical  Education 

AID  FROM  INDUSTRY  CALL 

SPEAKING  at  a  symposium  in  Trinity 
College,  Dublin,  on  December  6,  to 
mark  the  tercentenary  of  the  founding 
of  its  chair  of  physics,  Dr.  G.  M.  Bull 
(professor  of  medicine,  Queen's  Univer- 
sity, Belfast),  said  that  large  pharma- 
ceutical companies  could  afford  to  help 
in  financing  a  movement  of  teachers 
and  students  to  underdeveloped  coun- 
tries and  thus  ease  a  situation  of  im- 
balance in  the  ratio  of  teachers,  stu- 
dents and  patients  which  bedevilled 
medical  education  today.  Dr.  R.  V. 
Christie  (professor  of  medicine,  McGill 
University,  Montreal,  Canada),  earlier 
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pointed  out  that  pharmaceutical  com- 
panies in  America  had  spent  $750  mil- 
lions in  one  year  in  promoting  their 
products.  Even  one-tenth  of  that,  if 
donated  towards  medical  education, 
would  be  invaluable  in  providing  better 
post-graduate  education  amongst 
America's  young  doctors. 

Dublin  Health  Authority 

DRUG  ESTIMATES  CUT 

SPEAKING  at  a  meeting  of  Dublin 
Health  Authority  on  December  13,  Mr. 
D.  Larkin  said  that  in  recent  months 
there  had  been  public  concern  over  the 
effects  of  certain  drugs  and  asked  if 
there  was  any  arrangement  to  warn  the 
public  against  possible  ill-effects.  Dr. 
J.  B.  O'Regan  (chief  medical  officer), 
said  that,  as  a  generality,  no  drug  could 
be  taken  by  everybody  with  impunity. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  F.  Palmer,  it 
was  agreed,  by  eight  votes  to  seven,  to 
cut  by  £4,000  the  estimate  of  £130,000 
for  drugs  and  medicines.

A  factory  for  making  thermometers 
is  planned  to  be  set  up  in  the  western 
part  of  Ireland  by  a  Danish  firm, 
according  to  an  announcement  by  the 
Irish  Industrial  Development  Authority. 
It  is  expected  to  employ  about  100  and 
as  it  will  be  situated  within  the  under- 
developed areas  it  qualifies  for  a  maxi- 
mum Government  grant  of  up  to  100 
per  cent,  on  site  and  building  and  up  to 
50  per  cent,  on  machinery.

Expected  to  result  in  a  considerable 
reduction  in  *-ray  photography  costs, 
an  electronic  plate  produced  by  the 
Thorn  Electrical  Industries  Group  gives 
a  visible  image  without  development.  It 
may  be  used  at  least  10,000  times.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Medical  Bradshaw 

You  may  possibly  remember  my  friend  Dr.  Marley-Habakkuk  Marley, 
M.D. — that  erudite  general  practitioner  of  the  old  school  who  has  appeared 
occasionally  in  previous  Christmas  tales.  He  is,  like  all  of  us,  growing 
older,  but  there  is  little  sign  of  his  joining  the  most  famous  Marley  of  them 
all.  He  is  still  very  much  alive  and  modern  enough  in  his  outlook  to  have 
installed  a  chiming  bell  at  his  surgery.  He  finds  it,  he  says,  a  more  cheering 
sound  than  that  produced  by  a  door-nail.  He  has  a  charming  wit  which 
never  palls  upon  his  friends,  though,  for  some  unknown  reason,  it  seems 
to  have  little  appeal  for  the  medical  representatives  who  call  upon  him 
with  commendable  pertinacity.  Those  gentlemen  of  the  road  usually  fetch 
up  at  the  pharmacy  after  their  duty  visit  to  the  old  gentleman,  and  they 
never  fail  to  look  shattered  and  bewildered,  with  that  same  strained  look 
that  one  used  to  see  on  the  faces  of  students  emerging  from  the  examina- 
tion room  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  I  have  gathered  from  one  or  two  of 
them,  when  they  have  sufficiently  recovered,  that  he  asks  unfair  questions 
of  them.  Marley,  when  I  have  gently  remonstrated,  says  that  he  regards 
such  encounters  as  in  the  nature  of  a  refresher  course,  but  when  pressed 
declines  to  say  who  is  the  refresher  and  who  the  refreshed.  He  is  all 
innocence.  Periodically,  however,  he  drops  a  remark  which  shows  that  he 
listens.  "  They  are  trying  to  make  me  into  a  medical  Bradshaw,"  he  said 
one  day  recently,  "  and  I  am  devising  a  scheme  that  should  make  prescrip- 
tion writing  simpler."  I  ventured  that  I  was  glad  to  hear  it,  for  Marley's 
handwriting  has  never  been  copperplate.  "  In  future,"  he  went  on,  "  you 
may  find  my  directions  taking  a  new  form.  For  example,  one  t.i.d.*  will 
mean  one  three  times  daily,  except  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  On  the  other 
hand,  one  in  the  morning f,  you  will  translate  as  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays  only.  No  symbol  at  all  will  indicate  that  there  is  no  change 
on  Sundays,  week-days  and  Bank  Holidays."  I  await  with  trepidation  his 
complete  scheme. 

Christmas  purchases 

Marley  came  into  the  pharmacy  the  other  morning.  He  may  be  little  in 
evidence  for  a  few  weeks,  but  when  Christmas  draws  near,  Dr.  Marley  is 
certain  to  make  an  appearance.  He  is  fond  of  Christmas  fare — as  I  am — 
but  my  freedom  to  indulge  in  it  resides  much  in  his  hands.  I  was  not 
disturbed  last  year  at  all,  but  then  you  may  remember  that  the  cunning 
old  gentleman  hinted  that,  if  he  dined  with  us,  it  was  unlikely  that  there 
would  be  any  interruption.  It  seemed  improbable  that  he  would  stoop  to 
the  same  tactics  again,  for  in  my  long  acquaintance  with  him  I  have 
learned  that  he  possesses  a  certain  subtlety.  He  began  that  morning  by  look- 
ing round  the  pharmacy  with  an  interested  air.  "  You  have  a  wide  range  of 
baby  foods,"  he  began.  I  agreed.  He  went  on  to  mutter  to  himself  some  of 
the  appetising  titles  until  he  came  to  chicken-and-rice.  He  repeated  the 
words  several  times  and  said  perhaps  he  should  have  a  couple  of  tins  of 
that.  I  held  them  tentatively  while  he  browsed  around.  He  gazed  wonder- 
ingly  at  a  row  of  little  bottles.  "  What,"  he  asked,  "  is  Unsweetened  Ginger- 
ade  Concentrate?"  That,  I  told  him,  was  the  officially  permitted  description 
of  what  he  used  to  know  as  ginger  wine  essence,  but  as  it  was  not  a  wine 
nor  an  essence,  it  would  be  a  cruel  deceit  on  an  unsuspecting  and  gullible 
public  if  it  were  to  be  so  described.  Marley,  in  his  forthright  way,  thought 
that  it  was  still  more  deceiving  to  describe  ginger  wine  essence  as  un- 
sweetened gingerade  concentrate,  but  he  thought,  despite  the  disguise,  he 
had  better  have  some.  I  asked  him  if  he  was  having  a  few  friends.  "  No," 
he  replied,  "  but  I  am  anticipating  an  extremely  busy  Christmas  Day  and 
that  is  all  I  shall  have  time  for  in  the  way  of  feasting." 

"  Could  I,"  he  said  when  about  to  take  his  departure,  "  have  a  tube  of 
calf -lymph?  "  I  opened  the  door  of  the  refrigerator  to  extract  the  lymph 
and  found  him  beside  me.  "It's  a  useful  thing  a  refrigerator,"  he  said, 
eyeing  the  ten  pound  turkey  in  the  interior.  I  was  caught  in  the  trap  again. 
"  Perhaps  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Marley,"  I  began — "  With  pleasure,"  he  answered. 
"Just  credit  my  account  with  two  chicken-and-rice  and  one  unsweetened 
gingerade  concentrate." 
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Tetracycline  Purchases  for  N.H.S.  Hospitals 

PFIZER  CORPORATION'S  HIGH-COURT  CHALLENGE  TO  MINISTRY 


A  DECLARATION  that  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  not  empowered  in  section 
46  of  the  Patents  Act,  1949,  to  use, 
make  and  exercise  a  patent  relating  to 
tetracycline  for  the  purpose  of  making 
and  or  supplying  medicines  to  National 
Health  Service  hospitals  for  use  in  the 
treatment  of  in-  or  out-patients,  was 
sought  by  the  Pfizer  Corporation,  East 
Forty  Second  Street,  New  York,  17, 
U.S.A.,  in  the  High  Court,  London,  on 
December  13.  The  Corporation  also 
asked  for  a  declaration  that  the  use  in 
the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-patients  in 
National  Health  Service  hospitals  of 
medicines  made  in  accordance  with  the 
invention,  and  the  making  of  medicines 
in  accordance  with  the  invention  by 
third  persons  for  supply  for  use  in  the 
treatment  of  in-  or  out-patients  in 
N.H.S.  hospitals  is  not  a  making,  using 
or  exercising  of  such  patented  inven- 
tion for  the  services  of  the  Crown.  The 
case  was  heard  by  Mr.  Justice  Lloyd- 
Jacob. 

The  Solicitor-General  (Sir  Peter 
Rawlinson,  Q.C.)  appeared  for  the 
defendants  (the  Ministry). 

Plaintiff's  Submission 

Mr.  Desmond  Ackner,  Q.C,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  referred  to  the  decision  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  accept  tenders  for 
a  number  of  products — each  the  sub- 
ject of  patents — from  companies  not 
holding  the  patents.  He  said  that  the 
validity  of  the  Corporation's  patent  was 
admitted  by  the  Solicitor-General  "  for 
the  purposes  of  the  action  only."  The 
Ministry's  intention  to  invite  tenders  for 
the  drugs  had  been  made  known  to  the 
Corporation's  British  subsidiary  in  a 
letter  of  May  18,  1961.  After  taking 
legal  advice  and  reserving  all  rights,  the 
Corporation  submitted  tenders  that 
were  not  accepted.  Later  the  Ministry 
announced  that  two  British  companies 
had  gained  the  contracts.  Those  com- 
panies were  importers  of  chemicals,  not 
manufacturers. 

Mr.  Ackner  said  that  the  discovery 
and  development  of  drugs  was  an  ex- 
pensive and  precarious  matter,  and  the 
Minister  of  Health  was  attempting  to 
obtain  drugs  cheaply.  The  Judge  :  I  am 
not  prepared  to  accept  that  it  is  going 
to  be  cheaper  because,  sooner  or  later, 
he  is  going  to  have  to  reckon  with  the 
patentees. 

Mr.  Ackner  explained  that,  under 
patents  legislation,  the  Crown  had  a 
right  to  use  any  invention  "  for  the 
services  of  the  Crown."  He  contended 
that  that  meant  the  armed  forces  or  the 
Government,  but  not  the  National 
Health  Service.  So  far  the  Ministry  had 
not  tried  to  invoke  the  Patents  Act  in 
respect  of  drugs  prescribed  under  the 
National  Health  Service  by  general 
practitioners,  and  supplied  by  che- 
mists. 

Section  46  of  the  Patents  Act,  1949, 
started  with  the  words  "  use,  make  and 
exercise  "  and  did  not  provide  a  power 
to  vend.  On  a  proper  construction  those 
words  would  not  include  the  power  to 
vend.  Section  49  was  an  effective  sec- 
tion for  dealing  with  emergencies.  The 


words  used  there  were  "  use,  make, 
exercise  and  vend."  The  Legislature,  it 
was  clear,  thought  that  the  words  "  use, 
make  and  exercise "  did  not  include 
vending.  That  was  why  the  word  "vend" 
was  included  in  section  49. 

The  Solicitor-General  said  that  he 
was  not  going  to  contest  that  point. 

Mr.  Ackner  argued  that  a  contract 
of  sale  came  into  existence  when  a  hos- 
pital out-patient  handed  a  hospital 
pharmacist  2s.  for  a  supply  of  drugs. 
The  position  regarding  private  in- 
patients was  more  complicated,  because 
they  did  not  hand  over  an  ascertain- 
able sum  of  money  for  drugs.  "  I  say 
that  there  has  been  a  vending  of  the 
drugs  and  that  the  plaintiffs  are  entitled 
to  succeed  on  that  ground." 

The  case  continued  on  December  14, 
when  Mr.  Ackner  said  there  was  a 
world  of  difference  between  services 
belonging  to  the  Crown  and  services 
provided  by  the  Crown  for  the  benefit 
of  the  community.  "  I  accept  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  has  a  statutory  duty 
to  provide  hospitals  and  treatment,  but 
mere  supply  in  pursuance  of  a  statutory 
duty  is  not  synonymous  with  supply 
for  the  services  of  the  Crown.  If  there 
is  a  statutory  duty  on  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  supply  wigs  to  National 
Health  patients,  the  supply  is  not  for 
the  services  of  the  Crown,  but  for  the 
gentlemen  with  no  hair."  Contracts  for 
supplying  the  drugs  had  been  awarded 
to  British  importers.  The  drugs  would 
come  from  Italy  and  Denmark.  That, 
argued  Mr.  Ackner,  meant  that  the  im- 
porters were  "  vending,"  which  was 
outside  the  powers  given  by  the  Act. 
"  If  the  Corporation  had  been  success- 
ful in  obtaining  a  contract  in  this  case 
those  who  are  authorised  to  inquire 
into  such  matters  would  have  looked 
with  some  horror  upon  an  advertise- 
ment saying  that  we  supplied  tetracyc- 
line "  for  the  services  of  the  Crown," 
he  argued. 

Case  for  the  Ministry 

Opening  the  case  for  the  Ministry, 
the  Solicitor-General  said  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  was  concerned  with 
the  health  of  the  community  and  with 
the  interests  of  the  taxpayers.  He  still 
had  to  reckon  with  the  patentee  and  the 
question  of  royalties.  Sir  Peter  conten- 
ded that  "  for  the  services  of  the 
Crown,"  must  include  those  services 
which  a  Minister  was  under  a  statutory 
duty  to  provide,  and  which  were  paid 
for  by  Parliament.  On  the  contention 
that  the  Ministry  was  selling  drugs  to 
patients,  who  paid  the  prescription  fee, 
Sir  Peter  said  "  the  charge  of  2s.  is 
nothing  more  than  an  additional  Na- 
tional Insurance  contribution  or  tax  and 
not  a  price  for  anything."  The  proper 
meaning  of  "  vending  "  was  selling,  and 
no  sale  was  effected  when  patients  han- 
ded over  prescriptions. 

If  a  contract  existed  between  hospital 
and  out-patient  it  could  only  be  one  of 
work  and  labour. 

Continuing  his  submissions  on 
December  17,  the  Solicitor-General 
said  that  the  Crown  had  a  power  to 


authorise  others  to  act  for  it.  There  had 
to  be  a  power  of  acquisition  in  order 
to  give  practical  effect  to  the  Crown's 
right  to  use  an  invention. 

Mr.  John  Francis  Hunt  (assistant 
secretary,  Ministry  of  Health)  gave  evi- 
dence of  the  contract  between  Fraser 
Chemicals,  Ltd.,  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  the  supply  of  tetracycline 
manufactured  in  Italy.  Asked  if  the 
company  were  "  scientific  researchers  or 
developers,"  Mr.  Hunt  replied  that  they 
were  importers.  Later  he  said  that  the 
contract  had  not  been  renewed.  A  new 
contract  had  been  arranged  with  Direct 
Pharmaceutical  Supplies,  Ltd.,  who 
were  to  obtain  supplies  of  tetracycline 
from  Poland.  The  court  adjourned  to 
allow  plaintiff's  Counsel  to  consider  the 
documents.  On  resumption,  Mr. 
Ackner  said  that  it  had  been  agreed 
that  the  first  contract  was  between  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Fraser  Chemi- 
cals, Ltd.,  as  principals  and  not  as 
agents  of  the  Italian  company  manu- 
facturing the  tetracycline. 

"  For  the  Services  of  the  Crown  " 

Mr.  Ackner  submitted  that  the  Soli- 
citor-General's construction  of  the 
words  "  for  the  services  of  the  Crown  " 
meant  abandoning  the  natural  and 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  words.  Coun- 
sel did  not  accept  the  Solicitor-General's 
contention  that  there  was  a  statutory 
duty  upon  the  Minister  to  provide 
drugs  in  National  Health  Service  hospi- 
tals. The  obligation  in  section  3  of  the 
National  Health  Act,  1946,  to  provide 
"  other  medical  services "  did  not  in- 
clude drugs. 

The  main  issue  was  not  who  provided 
the  service  but  who  received  it.  In  the 
present  case  the  drugs  were  being  used 
for  the  service  of  the  patient. 

Mr.  Ackner  also  stated  that  the 
Solicitor-General  had  conceded  that  the 
Ministry  did  not  have  the  right  to  sup- 
ply the  drug  to  chemists  throughout  the 
country.  It  was  a  strange  concession 
because  the  Minister  of  Health  had  a 
statutory  duty  with  regard  to  the  whole 
of  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  Solicitor-General  had  relied 
upon  the  Minister's  statutory  duty  to 
support  his  contention  that  supply  of 
the  drug  to  hospitals  and  hospital  out- 
patients was  a  Crown  service.  If  that 
duty  was  so  important  in  considering 
whether  the  National  Health  service 
was  a  service  for  the  Crown  then  it  had 
to  be  applied  to  supplies  by  chemists. 
An  artificial  differentiation  was  intro- 
duced by  the  Solicitor-General's  con- 
tention that  the  Minister  had  a  direct 
duty  to  provide  hospitals  whereas  it 
was  only  a  duty  to  promote  other  facili- 
ties. There  was  no  merit  in  such  a  con- 
tention except  that  it  prevented  the 
Ministry  from  getting  into  a  hopeless 
dilemma. 

Counsel  submitted  that  "  Crown  pur- 
poses "  did  not  mean  "  anything  the 
Crown  considered  desirable."  If  that 
were  so,  since  every  activity  of  the 
Crown  was  presumably  what  the  Crown 
thought  desirable,  there  would  be  no 
need  to  put  in  the  restrictive  words  in 
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section  46  of  the  Patents  Act,  1 949, 
for  the  services  of  the  Crown." 
Mr.  Ackner  argued  that  the  payment 
of  the  2s.  fee  and  the  transfer  of  medi- 
cine brought  all  the  elements  of  a  con- 
tract of  sale  into  the  transaction  of 
dispensing  to  out-patients.  He  suggested 
that  there  was  a  parallel  situation  in 
the  supply  of  subsidised  milk  by  the 
milkman. 

Dealing  with  the  situation  in  respect 
of  the  contract  with  Fraser  Chemicals, 
Ltd.,  Mr.  Ackner  said  that  for  the  pur- 
poses of  his  argument  he  was  prepared 


to  accept  that  a  person  who  had  been 
awarded  a  patent  to  manufacture  had 
the  implied  authority  to  vend,  but  the 
vending  was  ancillary.  In  this  case 
vending  was  the  dominant  aspect.  The 
purport  of  section  46  was  that  the 
Crown  should  not  be  held  up  in  getting 
urgent  use  of  a  patent.  There  had  been 
no  scarcity  of  tetracycline  in  the  U.K. 
If  the  Crown  wished  to  use  section  46 
it  must  be  by  way  of  securing  manufac- 
turing services  "  in  this  country  and  not 
abroad." 

Judgment  was  deferred. 


DRUGS  BY  FALSE  PRETENCES 

Problem  of  addicted  mother  with  children 


THE  problem  of  what  to  do  about  a 
thirty-eight-year-old  mother  of  six 
young  children  who  had  become  "addic- 
ted "  to  a  drug,  was  referred  to  by  her 
doctor  in  a  case  heard  at  Old  Street, 
London,  magistrates'  court  on  Decem- 
ber 6.  Esther  Amy  Cyrus,  6  Kendal 
House,  Shore  Place,  Hackney,  London, 
E.9,  pleaded  guilty  to  three  summonses 
brought  at  the  instance  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Prosecutions.  Each  alleged 
that  she  had  obtained  forty-one  sodium 
Amytal  capsules  from  Easton  (Chemists), 
Ltd.,  215  Victoria  Park  Road,  Hackney. 
London,  E.9,  by  false  pretences  and 
with  intent  to  defraud.  She  was  placed 
on  probation  for  two  years.  The 
offences  were  said  to  have  taken  place 
during  May.  Mrs.  Cyrus  was  alleged,  in 
each  summons,  to  have  pretended  that 
an  entry  on  a  National  Health  Service 
prescription  form  regarding  forty-one 
capsules  of  sodium  Amytal  was  genu- 
ine. The  prosecuting  counsel  said  the 
case  concerned  three  National  Health 
Service  prescription  forms  which  Mrs. 
Cyrus  had  received  from  her  doctor, 
afterwards  adding  an  entry  on  each 
form  requiring  forty-one  sodium  Amy- 
tal capsules.  The  forms  were  taken  as 
genuine  by  the  chemists  and  the  cap- 
sules were  duly  dispensed.  Later  the  de- 
fendant admitted  having  written  the 
extra  items  for  sodium  Amytal.  In  ex- 
planation she  said  she  did  it  "  because 
her  nerves  were  bad  at  the  time."  There 
was  trouble  at  home  with  her  husband. 
"  I  asked  the  doctor  for  the  tablets  and 
he  said  '  No ',"  the  statement  added. 
"  That  is  why  I  altered  the  prescription 
forms."  She  added  that  she  did  not  feel 
so  bad  now  and  she  would  never  do 
such  a  thing  again.  When  the  magistrate 
said  one  would  have  thought  "  it  would 
not  deceive  a  child,"  the  prosecuting 
counsel  said  the  fraud  was  quickly 
noticed  by  the  National  Health  authori- 
ties. A  police  officer  said  that  Mrs. 
Cyrus  was  married,  with  six  children. 
She  had  not  been  previously  convicted. 
The  ages  of  the  children  ranged  from 
eleven  years  to  five  months.  He  under- 
stood that  the  total  family  income  was 
£9  10s.  a  week.  The  rent  was  30s.  a 
week.  The  magistrate:  "  £9  10s.  for 
eight  people!  "  A  doctor  who  had  been 
treating  Mrs.  Cyrus  described  her  as  a 
very  respectable  woman.  She  kept  her 
place  clean  and  did  her  very  best  for 
her  family.  "  Unfortunately,"  added  the 
doctor,  "  she  is  addicted  to  this  drug. 
We  have  great  difficulty  in  knowing 
what  to  do  with  her.  She  wants  more 
and  more  but  that  would  be  dangerous 
to  her  health.    We  have  tried  to  pre- 


scribe the  minimum  amount  but  she 
wants  more."  Mrs.  Cyrus,  the  doctor 
went  on,  had  been  sent  to  hospital 
several  times  and  their  attitude  was. 
"  Try  to  give  her  something  else,"  but 
when  this  was  done  she  always  came 
back  and  said  she  must  have  "  this 
sodium  Amytal."  She  had  been  on 
tablets  for  many  years.  They  had  tried 
every  way  to  cut  supplies.  When 
there  was  some  upset  at  home  she 
wanted  more.  The  magistrate :  "  She  is 
obviously  a  medical  problem  not  a 
problem  for  the  court?"  Doctor: 
"  Yes,  sir."  The  magistrate :  "  She  does 
her  best  for  her  family,  no  doubt  under 
financial  difficulty."  The  doctor  said 
that  when  the  question  of  sending  the 
woman  to  hospital  arose  she  said, 
"  What  about  my  children?  "  and  her 
husband  said  that  he  could  not  afford 
the  cost  of  having  the  children  looked 
after.  Everybody  tried  their  best  but 
nothing  happened  and  Mrs.  Cyrus 
stayed  at  home.  In  a  statement  to  the 
court  defendant  said  she  was  very  sorry 
for  what  she  had  done.  "  I  promise 
never  to  do  it  again,"  she  added.  "  I 
don't  know  what  possessed  me  to  do 
it."  The  magistrate  told  her  that  pro- 
bation was  "  not  a  let-off  entirely."  It 
was  being  ordered  so  that  she  could  be 
assisted,  if  she  needed  it,  and  also  so 
that  the  court  could  keep  track  of  her.

head  office  of  which  will  be  at  27 
Blandford  Street,  London,  W.l.  The 
board  will  include  five  representatives 
from  Distillers  and  five  from  Union 
Carbide  Corporations  as  follows: 
Messrs.  T.  F.  A.  Board  (chairman),  S.  J. 
Adams,  G.  F.  Ashford,  W.  B.  Humes, 
J.  S.  Hunter,  T.  F.  W.  Jackson  (deputy 
chairman),  A.  F.  McDonald,  Kenneth 
Rush,  Eric  Stein,  and  G.  C.  Wells.  The 
managing  director  will  be  Mr.  C.  M. 
Glover.  The  group  will  employ  10,000 
people  in  the  U.K.  The  individual  com- 
panies of  the  group  will  continue  to 
trade  as  in  the  past,  and  their  manage- 
ments will  remain  substantially  un- 
altered. It  is  again  emphasised  that  Dis- 
tillers' interests  in  the  production  of 
high-density  polyethylene  by  British 
Hydrocarbon  Chemicals,  of  PVC  by 
British  Geon,  and  of  polystyrene  by  Dis- 
trene  will  not  be  involved  in  this  de- 
velopment. Similarly,  the  U.K.  activi- 
ties of  Union  Carbide  in  alloys  and 
metals,  chemicals  and  electronic  com- 
ponents will  continue  to  be  carried  on 
under  the  name  of  Union  Carbide 
Ltd. 

DUBARRY  PERFUMERY  CO., 
LTD.

Warner  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  purchase  the 
issued  capital  of  the  Dubarry  Perfu-

IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


ADVERSE  comment  from  only  one 
organisation  and  only  a  few  disapprov- 
ing letters  had  been  the  public  reaction 
to  the  increased  period  of  "  Summer 
Time  "  during  the  previous  years,  there- 
fore the  Government  had  decided  to 
adopt  the  prolonged  period  again  dur- 
ing 1963,  said  Mr.  C.  M.  Woodhouse 
(Joint  Under-Secretary,  Home  Depart- 
ment) on  December  11.  Summer-time 
would  therefore  begin  on  March  31, 
1963,  and  end  on  October  27,  1963. 
It  was  still  very  much  an  experiment, 
the  Government  considered  it  was  pre- 
mature to  consider  legislation  for  a 
permanent  alteration. 

Drug  Costs 

Mr.  Enoch  Powell  (Minister  of 
Health)  informed  Mr.  K.  Robinson  in 
a  written  answer  on  December  12  that 
Regulation  55AA  of  the  Defences  (Gen- 
eral) Regulations,  1939,  as  amended 
and  continued  in  force  by  the  Emer- 
gency Laws  (Repeal)  Act,  1959,  provi- 
ded the  Ministry  of  Health  with  powers 
to  require  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turers to  disclose  all  information  rele- 
vant to  the  negotiation  of  drug  prices 
under  the  Voluntary  Price  Regulation 
Scheme. 

Contracts  of  Employment  Bill 

The  Contracts  of  Employment  Bill 
was  presented  to  Parliament  by  Mr. 
John  Hare  (Minister  of  Labour)  on 
December  12.  It  will  affect  contracts 
and  collective  agreements  over  practic- 
ally the  whole  field  of  employment,  and 
for  the  first  time,  require:  Minimum 
periods  of  notice  to  terminate  employ- 
ment to  be  given  by  both  employer 
and  employee;  minimum  pay  during 
notice;  written  statements  of  the  main 
terms  of  employment  to  be  given  by 
employers.  The  Bill  is  to  apply  to  full- 
time  employees,  whether  in  industry, 
shops,  offices  and  elsewhere.  Both  em- 
ployer and  employee  will  be  required  to 
give  a  minimum  of  two  weeks'  notice 
of  termination  of  employment  after  an 
employee  has  been  continuously  em- 
ployed for  two  years  by  the  same 
employer.  After  five  years'  employment 
the  minimum  notice  is  increased  to 
four  weeks.  Any  provision  in  a  contract 
for  less  notice  is  to  be  void.  Rules  are 
set  out  in  the  Bill  for  deciding  how 
long  a  worker  has  been  employed  and 
whether  he  has  been  employed  continu- 
ously. Where  an  employee  has  a  right 
to  the  minimum  notice  he  will  be  guar- 
anteed minimum  pay  during  notice. 

The  minimum  pay  requirements  will 
not  apply  if  a  worker's  contract  of  em- 
ployment gives  him  a  right  to  longer 
notice  than  the  statutory  minimum  in 
the  Bill  or  if  his  contract  gives  him  a 
right  only  to  the  minimum  notice  but 
gives  rights  of  pay  which  are  compar- 
able to  or  better  than  those  in  the  Bill. 
If  an  employer  fails  to  give  the  required 
notice  and  there  is  an  action  for  breach 
of  contract  the  courts  are  to  take  into 
account  the  worker's  right  to  minimum 
pay  during  notice  in  assessing  damages. 

An  employer  is  to  give  each  em- 
ployee a  written  statement  about  his 
main  terms  of  employment  (except  for 
any  that  are  already  in  a  written  con- 


tract) within  five  weeks  of  starting.  The 
terms  to  be  covered  are  pay,  hours  of 
work,  rights  to  notice,  holidays  and 
holiday  pay,  sickness  and  sick  pay,  and 
pensions.  The  Minister  of  Labour  is  to 
have  power  to  add  to  those  terms. 
Changes  in  the  terms  are  to  be  notified 
in  writing.  The  employer  may  refer  the 
employee  to  documents  which  are 
readily  available,  such  as  collective 
agreements. 

An  employer  who  fails  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  or  gives  false  in- 
formation about  the  particulars  may  be 
fined  up  to  £20.  In  some  circumstances 
continued  non-compliance  may  lead  to 
a  fine  of  up  to  £100. 

The  Bill  lays  down  rules  for  dealing 
with  the  effect  of  industrial  disputes  as 
follows.  Absences  due  to  strike  or  lock- 
out before  the  rules  come  into  force 
are  to  count  as  "  employment."  After 
they  have  come  into  force  an  employee 
with  two  years'  service  or  more  will 
break  his  continuous  employment  and 
forfeit  his  statutory  rights  if  he  goes 
on  strike  without  giving  fourteen  days' 
notice  of  intention  to  do  so. 

The  Minister  of  Labour  has  power  to 
fix  the  date  for  the  legislation  to  come 
into  force,  and  is  given  discretion  to  fix 
different  dates  for  different  provisions.

PHARMACEUTICAL  RESEARCH  ON  DISPLAY 


THE  Duke  of  Edinburgh  visited  the 
research  institute  of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd., 
Dagenham,  Essex,  on  December  11, 
staying  H  hours.  As  the  institute  occu- 
pies three  multi-story  buildings,  and 
the  work  ranges  from  organic  synthesis 
to  the  toxicology  of  products  eventually 
singled  out  for  manufacture,  his  itiner- 
ary was  necessarily  selective. 

The  selectors  did  their  work  with 
skill  and  discrimination.  They  aimed 
to  ensure  that  Prince  Philip  went  away 
with  a  coherent  picture  of  the  purpose, 
scope  and  end-products  of  the  labora- 
tories, and  they  spared  no  pains  to  pre- 
sent their  story  lucidly,  effectively  and 
artistically.  They  had,  in  reality,  to  do 
far  more,  having  enough  material  pre- 
pared, and  signposted,  to  enlarge  upon 
any  activity  of  the  laboratories  which 
their  visitor  might  wish  to  linger  over 
and  explore  in  greater  detail.  It  is  a 
pity,  perhaps,  that  the  whole  achieve- 
ment could  not  be  taken  over  by  the 


industry  in  its  entirety  and  used  for 
the  education  of  friends  and  critics 
alike.  One  of  its  essential  features,  how- 
ever, was  that  the  demonstrations  and 
experiments  were  staged  in  the  actual 
laboratories,  and  necessarily  involved  a 
costly  interruption  of  normal  routines. 

What  was  the  Duke  shown?  First  of 
all  a  wall  diagram  explaining  the  pur- 
pose and  plan  of  work  of  the  institute. 
Then  two  of  the  laboratory  test  books, 
one  recording  the  making,  in  1937,  of 
M&B  693,  the  first  drug  for  the  effec- 
tive treatment  of  pneumonia,  the  second 
showing  the  latest  entry  of  a  synthesised 
compound  (M&B  10769)  recorded  only 
on  December  10. 

Next  he  visited  a  typical  two-labora- 


tory unit  (one  of  thirty  on  five  floors) 
in  use  for  the  synthesis  of  new  chemi- 
cal compounds.  The  techniques  for 
making  new  chemical  structures  were 
demonstrated  to  him,  as  well  as  how 
chemical  structure  is  changed  in 
attempts  to  increase  useful  activity  and 
reduce  unwanted  side-effects.  He  saw, 
in  the  microanalytical  division,  how  the 
exact  composition  of  a  compound,  not 
always  known  beforehand,  is  deter- 
mined, and  how  the  amounts  of  ele- 
ments are  calculated  from  only  5  mgm. 
of  sample. 

In  the  institute's  applied  physical 
chemistry  laboratories  he  was  shown 
techniques  of  spectroscopy,  polaro- 
graphy  and  radiochemistry  used  in  ob- 
taining information  on  the  structure  of 
compounds  and  the  identity  and  con- 
centration of  samples. 

He  was  then  taken  to  the  biological 
building  and  shown  something  of  the 
work  done  there.  In  the  virology  labor- 
atory another  diagram  presented  the 
problem  of  controlling  virus  diseases. 
He  met  research  workers  who  have 
been  investigating,  with  encouraging  re- 
sults, possible  chemotherapeutic  agents 
for  the  control  of  virus  diseases. 

Next  followed  visits  to  two  parasi- 
tology laboratories.  In  the  first  labora- 
tory the  Duke  was  shown  living  speci- 
mens of  the  parasites  that  cause  try- 
panosomiasis in  man  and  ngana  in 
cattle.  The  department  had  a  recent 
success  in  discovering  M&B  4180  (iso- 
metamidium),  a  compound  that  cures 
ngana. 

Some  of  the  work  being  done  on 
bilharzia,  currently  a  main  problem  in 
medical  helminthology,  was  demonstra- 
ted. In  the  pharmacological  laboratories 
Prince  Philip  saw  work  on  hypotensive 
drugs,  muscle  relaxants  and  diuretics. 


He  toured  the  neuropharmacology  divi- 
sion and  saw  work  in  progress  on  the 
assessment  of  new  sedative,  analgesic 
and  antidepressant  compounds  (screen- 
ing tests  each  designed  to  measure  a 
particular  action  on  the  central  nervous 
system,  followed  by  detailed  examina- 
tion). 

He  was  finally  given  an  account  of 
the  company's  research  work  in  veter- 
inary medicine,  poultry  diseases  and 
pesticides. 
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CONFERRING  CEREMONY  IN  DUBLIN 

President  reviews  pharmacists'  future  role 


SPEAKING  at  the  annual  conferring 
ceremony  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Dublin,  on  December  4,  the  president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
(Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly)  said  that  unfortu- 
nately, in  the  recent  past,  the  role  of 
the  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  public 
health  in  Ireland  had  not  been  fully 
appreciated.  "  Indeed  I  think  it  is  fair 
to  say  he  has  been  abused  rather  than 
used."  Despite  that,  the  Council  had 
planned  to  raise  the  standard  of  educa- 
tion of  Irish  pharmacy  students  to  as 
high  a  level  as  in  any  other  country. 
Many  had  scoffed,  he  said,  at  the  Coun- 
cil's ambitious  programme.  "  Why  such 
standards,"  they  had  asked  "  when  most 
Irish  pharmacists  are  compelled  to  trade 
in  all  sorts  of  commodities  to  make  it 
economically  possible  to  give  a  phar- 
maceutical service  to  the  community?" 
Explaining  the  policy,  the  president  said 
the  Council  knew  that  such  impossible 
conditions  could  not  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue. They  had  seen  the  field  of  phar- 
macy expand  and,  in  expanding,  pro- 
duce many  complicated  drugs  for  the 
treatment  of  human  disease  and  suffer- 
ing. Those  drugs  could  be  dangerous 
weapons.  They  could  cure;  they  could 
also  kill.  When  it  was  found  that  thal- 
idomide caused  serious  effects  if  admini- 
stered in  early  pregnancy,  the  public 
was  understandably  shocked,  but  Irish 
pharmacists  had  voluntarily  imposed  re- 
strictions on  its  sale,  and  had  with- 
drawn the  drug  nine  months  before 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Minister.  Mr. 
Kennelly  said  that  many  drugs  were 
now  suspect :  careful  planning  in  the 
clinical  testing  of  drugs  should  be  en- 
sured, and  control  exercised  over  their 
distribution. 

Declaring  that  many  had  urged  the 
Minister  to  set  up  a  bureau  to  examine 
all  drugs  being  used  in  the  country,  Mr. 
Kennelly  said  he  endorsed  the  Mini- 
ster's statement  that  the  task  was  so 
gigantic  that  the  only  practical  solution 
at  present  was  for  the  work  to  be 
undertaken  by  an  international  body, 
such  as  the  World  Health  Organisation, 
each  nation  subscribing  within  its  eco- 
nomic means.  He  suggested,  however, 
that  the  Minister  should,  without  delay, 
appoint  a  body  to  advise  him  on  the 
matter.  That  body  should  be  composed 
of  experts  in  the  medical,  chemical,  and 
pharmaceutical  fields. 

Redrafting  the  Poisons  Regulations 

The  president  pointed  out  that  Com- 
hairle  na  Nimheanna  (the  Poisons 
Board)  was  redrafting  the  Poisons  Regu- 
lations in  accordance  with  the  Poisons 
Act,  1961.  The  task  undertaken  by  that 
body,  on  which  five  pharmacists  were 
serving,  was  complex  because  all  drugs 
had  to  be  classified.  When  that  task 
was  completed,  the  responsibility  for 
implementing  the  regulations  would  fall 
almost  wholly  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
pharmacist.  His  responsibility  would 
indeed  be  great.  Mr.  Kennelly  thought 
that  the  new  regulations  would  impose 
a  further  restriction  on  the  chemist's 
economy,  which  was  already  under 
severe  strain,  but  he  could  be  relied 
upon  to  discharge  his  professional 
obligations. 


The  essential  importance  of  the  phar- 
maceutical chemist  in  the  health  ser- 
vices must  be  recognised.  The  State 
must  create  conditions  that  would  en- 
sure the  highest  standard  in  pharma- 
ceutical education;  that  the  training  of 
the  pharmacist  was  utilised  to  the  full; 
and  that  he  became  responsible  for  dis- 
pensing all  medicines.  At  present,  dis- 
pensing constituted  only  a  small  pro- 
portion of  the  work  of  a  community 
pharmacist.  The  conditions  created 
must  also  ensure  that  the  pharmacist 
was  recognised,  and  established,  as  the 
only  person  competent  to  sell  drugs  and 
medicines  to  the  public.  Drugs  that 
had  been  considered  harmless  in  the 
past  had  become  suspect  (for  example 
aspirin,  phenacetin,  podophyllum  and 
phenolphthalein).  Such  drugs  should 
be  subject  to  control  until  the  experts 
had  completed  their  revaluation.  The 
person  who  handed  the  drug  to  the  con- 
sumer was  faced  with  a  new  responsi- 
bility and  should  be  a  trained  person: 
a  pharmacist. 

The  Fair  Trade  Commission  had  re- 
cently proposed  that  rules  should  be 
drafted  to  permit  "  medical  preparations 
for  the  alleviation  of  human  ailments 
(including  proprietary  and  non-proprie- 
tary substances) "  to  be  distributed 
freely  through  any  channel.  That  would 
mean  that  any  unscheduled  substance 
could  be  sold  by  any  trader.  That  such 
a  thing  could  be  contemplated  by  a 
responsible  statutory  body  was  incon- 
ceivable. If  the  principle  were  estab- 
lished, a  grave  responsibility  would  rest 
on  the  Government.    The  State  could 


hardly  expect  pharmacists  to  be  satis- 
fied with  the  uneconomic  duty  of  con- 
trolling Dangerous  Drugs  and  scheduled 
substances  whilst  other  traders  freely 
sold  preparations  whose  toxic  effects 
might  take  time  to  assess. 

Mr.  Kennelly  was  proud  of  Irish 
pharmacists  who  had  faithfully  carried 
out  their  professional  function  legally, 
ethically  and  morally.  Although  some 
potent  drugs  had  not  been  legally  con- 
trolled, pharmacists  had  imposed  their 
own  restrictions,  resulting  in  Ireland 
having  the  lowest  number  of  drug 
addicts  in  the  world. 

Advising  those  who  contemplated 
opening  pharmacies  of  their  own,  or 
managing  existing  ones,  to  associate 
themselves  fully  with  the  community 
life  of  the  area,  and  those  taking  up 
positions  with  manufacturers  as  repre- 
sentatives or  as  hospital  pharmacists,  to 
associate  themselves  with  organisations 
established  by  their  groups,  Mr.  Ken- 
nelly said  the  Society  needed  the  loyalty 
and  support  of  all  members  and  asso- 
ciates. He  concluded  with  an  appeal 
for  the  enthusiastic  support  of  "  young 
people  who  are  the  pharmacists  of  the 
future."  They  were  the  hope  of  the 
profession  in  the  days  ahead.

POISONS  RULES  AMENDMENTS 

Changes  effective  December  31 


STATUTORY  Instruments  have  been 
published  amending  the  Poisons  List 
and  Poisons  Rules  on  December  31. 
The  Poisons  List  Order,  1962,  and  the 
Poisons  Rules,  1962  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  eightpence  each)  give  effect 
to  previously  announced  recommenda- 
tions by  the  Poisons  Board  (see 
C.  &  D.,  March  10,  p.  259,  and  August 
25,  p.  181).  The  changed  poisons  status 
of  the  affected  substances  are  given  be- 
low (products  in  parenthesis).  It  is  to 
be  noted  that  the  retail  sale  of  potas- 
sium and  sodium  arsenites  is  being 
severely  restricted,  and  their  use  for 
potato  haulm  destruction  or  weed 
killers  prohibited.

We  are  in  the  chemists'  "  stable "  be- 
cause we  believe  ours  to  be  chemists' 
products — our  advertisements  carry  the 
slogan  "Ask  your  chemist  for  Napisan" 
— but  the  surest  way  of  convincing 
other  manufacturers  that  it  is  the  right 
and  proper  stable  is  for  the  chemist  to 
demonstrate  an  attitude  of  positive  sup- 
port for  those  in  the  stable,  rather  than 
to  threaten  a  negative  attitude  to  those 
who  have  left.  At  the  risk  of  whipping 
up  a  storm  of  abuse,  may  I  remind 
thoughtful  chemists  that  they  may  even 
lose  their  baby  trade  to  the  supermar- 
kets if  they  fail  to  sustain  in  the 
mother's  mind  the  sharp  image  of  the 
chemist  as  the  appropriate  supplier  of 
baby's  needs.  Just  to  keep  the  record 
straight,  let  me  emphasise  that  this 
would  result  not  from  the  manufac- 
turer's changing  his  loyalty  but  from 
the  customer's  changing  hers.

AN  ECHO  OF  PORTSMOUTH  CONFERENCE 

Local  chemists  present  silverware  to  city  corporation 

PORTSMOUTH  pharmacists,  and  par 


ticularly  those  who  were  active  in  or- 
ganising the  ninety-eighth  meeting  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
in  1961,  established  the  event  perman- 
ently in  the  City's  records  when,  at  a 
ceremony  on  December  13,  they  pre- 
sented the  lord  mayor  (Councillor 
G.  E.  O.  Batesoh)  with  a  silver  rose 
bowl  and  two  silver  goblets.  The  design 
of  the  silver  pieces  is  in  the  best  style 
of  the  1960's  and  each  is  engraved  with 
the  arms  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain. 

Civic  Engagement 

The  present  branch  chairman  (Mr. 
M.  J.  Woolgar)  acted  as  host  at  the 
informal  proceedings.  He  said  the 
Branch  had  chosen  that  day  for  the 
presentation  so  as  to  be  sure  that  the 
deputy  lord  mayor  was  also  present, 
both  because  he  had  been  lord  mayor 
in  Conference  year  and  because,  from 
being  a  councillor,  he  had  now  become 
Alderman  Bonar  Pink. 

The  presentation  was  made  by  Mr. 
N.   Francis   (1961    chairman  of  the 
Branch),  who  said  it  was  sometimes  de- 
plored that  pharmacists  were  not  more 
numerously   engaged   in   civic  duties. 
They  were  under  the  handicaps  both 
of  the  moral  obligations  implicit  in 
their  Society's  motto,  "  Habenda  ratio 
valetudinis,"  and  of  legal  ties.  In  Ports- 
mouth, however,  some  had  overcome 
those  handicaps.  In  1781  a  local  drug- 
gist had  served  on  the  Council.  Alder- 
man F.  G.  Foster  (a  member,  1892- 
1930,  and  mayor  in  1911)  had  been 
largely  responsible  for  establishing  the 
municipal  college  on  its  present  site. 
Alderman  W.  J.  Lewis,  present  that 
evening  with  Mrs.  Lewis,  had  just  re- 
tired after  nearly  forty  years  on  the 
city  council;  Councillor  L.  Evans  was 
still  serving.  And  Mr.  James  Bloom- 
field  (a  prime  mover  in  the  presenta- 
tion) was  on  the  bench  of  magistrates 
In  his  fifty  years  in  pharmacy,  said 
Mr.  Francis,  relations  between  the  city 
and  its  pharmacists  had  always  been 
good.  At  the  first  visit  of  the  Confer- 
ence in  1911  the  Corporation  had  put 
the  college  hall  at  its  disposal  for  meet- 
ings. Some  of  the  success  of  the  1961 
meeting  was  certainly  due  to  the  local 
committee's  being  able  to  welcome  arriv- 
ing guests  in  the  comfort  of  the  town 
hall.   The   civic  reception  had  been 


memorable,  and  the  lord  mayor  had 
been  present  at  more  than  one  Confer- 
ence-week function.  Mr.  Francis  com- 
mented on  the  appropriateness  of  his 
being  the  person  to  present  the  silver- 
ware, since  in  1911,  as  a  schoolboy  and 
almost  on  that  spot,  he  had  been  pre- 
sented with  a  Leon  Emanuel  silver 
watch. 

A  second  presentation  by  the  Branch 
was  a  £50  cheque  to  the  lord  mayor's 
charities.  It  was  formally  handed  over 
by  Mr.  Bloomfield  (as  chairman  of 
the  Conference  local  committee,  1961) 
in  token  of  chemists'  gratitude  to  the 
city.  The  Lord  Mayor,  acknowledging 
both  gifts,  voiced  the  thanks  of  all 
Portsmouth  citizens  for  the  services  ren- 
dered by  local  pharmacists.  As  chair- 
man of  the  education  committee  and 
governor  of  the  College  for  several 
years  he  took  pleasure  in  the  way  the 
facilities  for  pharmaceutical  education 
in  the  city  had  expanded  under  a  fine 
staff.  On  behalf  of  the  city  he  accepted 
the  chemists'  gifts  with  the  warmest 
appreciation. 

Notes  for  Non-Portmuthtans  :  Alderman  A. 
Leon  Emanuel  was  mayor  of  Portsmouth  in  1894. 
During  his  lifetime  he  initiated  a  scheme  whereby 
the  top  boy  and  top  girl  in  the  senior  class  in 
each  of  the  Council  schools  received  an  annual 
award  of  a  silver  watch.  When  he  died  in  1909 
he  left  £1,000  in  trust,  the  money  to  be  invested 
and  the  yearly  income  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  silver  watches  in  perpetuation  of  his 
presentation  scheme  for  schoolchildren.  Alderman 
F.  G.  Foster,  a  pharmacist,  was  mayor  in  1908. 
For  thirteen  years  before  that  he  had  worked 
zealously  for  the  cause  of  higher  education  in  the 
town,  and  during  his  mayoralty  had  the  privilege 
of  opening  the  municipal  college,  later  to  become 
the  Portsmouth  College  of  Technology.  A  unique 
experience  of  his  mayoralty  was  that  his  daughter, 
aged  five-and-a-half  years  was  installed  as 
mayoress,  Alderman  Foster  being  a  widower. 
Alderman  W.  J.  Lewis,  also  a  pharmacist,  was 
first  elected  to  the  Council  in  1922  and  recently 
retired,  having  served  continuously  for  forty  years. 
For  many  years  he  was  chairman  of  the  Educa- 
tion Committee.  Councillor  L.  J.  Evans,  M.P.S., 
was  first  elected  to  the  Council  in  1951.  He  was 
lord  mayor  in  1959  and  it  was  during  his  time  in 
office  that  the  rebuilt  Guildhall  was  opened  by 
the  Queen.  — .

Helping  the  Police  to  Foil  the  Thief 

In  recent  months  so  many  offences  of  breaking  and 
entering  of  shops,  offices  and  factories  have  been  com- 
mitted throughout  the  country  that  some  chief  con- 
stables have  been  issuing  "  help  foil  the  thief  "  messages 
to  traders  and  manufacturers.  If  the  crime  wave  is  to  be 
overcome  there  is  a  real  need  for  all  traders  and,  indeed, 
other  members  of  the  public  to  co-operate  with  the 
police.  What  can  be  done  is  being  made  clear  in  Bed- 
fordshire, for  example,  where  occupiers  of  shops  and 
other  premises  are  being  asked  to  consider  taking  pre- 
cautions such  as  fitting  to  external  doors  mortice  "  dead- 
locks "  having  not  less  than  five  levers  or  detainers ; 
fixing  bolts  in  positions  that  cannot  be  reached  from 
glass  panels  in  outer  doors ;  at  all  vulnerable  windows 
(not  used  for  display  purposes)  at  sides  and  rear  of 
premises  ;  cementing  into  the  brickwork  iron  bars  placed 
not  more  than  5  in.  apart ;  making  a  specific  person  or 
persons  responsible  for  locking  all  doors  and  securing 
all  windows  before  leaving ;  and  providing,  where  prac- 
ticable, "  silent "  burglar  alarms  that  warn  the  police 
and  not  the  intruder. 

Traders  are  asked  to  remember  that  property  such  as 
cash  and  easily  marketable  goods  are  an  attraction  to 
the  thief,  and  that  an  obsolete  safe  offers  no  security 
against  the  modern  criminal.  The  Bedfordshire  police 
suggest  installing  modern  thief-resisting  safes  fitted  with 
anti-explosive  bolts  and  either  embedded  in  concrete  or 
bolted  to  the  floor  joists  to  prevent  removal.  It  should 
not  be  overlooked  that  easy  access  to,  and  exit  from, 
premises  makes  it  easy  to  remove  property ;  and  that 
vehicles  left  at  premises  should  be  locked  and  immobil- 
ised. Full  use  should  be  made  of  night  safes  at  banks, 
and  safe  keys  should  never  be  left  in  locks  or  in  desk 
drawers.  Other  points  made  in  the  memorandum  are  to 
notify  the  police  immediately  anything  suspicious  is 
seen  or  heard  ;  and  to  consider  using  the  services  of 
specialist  cash-carrying  firms. 

Pharmacists,  of  course,  have  an  additional  responsi- 
bility to  safekeeping  the  many  toxic  or  narcotic  sub- 
stances they  stock. 


Onward  from  Galen 

Is  the  glamour  of  the  supermarket  getting  out  of  hand 
today?  Mr.  K.  C.  Green  (chairman,  Spar  (Britain),  Ltd.), 
believes  it  is.  He  told  members  of  the  Self-service  Develop- 
ment Association  fairly  recently  that  many  such  stores 
were  going  to  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  make  a  reason- 
able return  on  the  money  invested  in  them.  The  theme  of 
Mr.  Green's  address  was  "  Larger  Stores  for  Independent 
Retailers. "Although  his  remarks  were  directed  to  the  grocer, 
some  were  appropriate  to  the  chemist.  He  emphasised  that 
the  unit  should  aim  at  being  efficient,  clean  and  attractive — 
the  "  glamour  part "  could  be  added  later,  if  and  when  cir- 
cumstances permitted.  Some  of  the  money  required  to  pay 
for  expansion  was  usually  already  on  the  premises  in  the 
form  of  excess  stocks.  It  was  necessary  to  achieve  a  good 
standard  of  stock  control  and  then  good  policy  to  approach 
the  bank  manager  for  a  loan,  since  money  could  be 
borrowed  at  the  cheapest  rates  from  banks.  How  much  stock 
should  be  carried?  His  answer  (for  grocers)  was  "  enough 
for  two  weeks  at  the  outside."  Many  pharmacists  must  wish 
that  their  stocks  could  be  turned  over  so  quickly.  It  might 
release  hundreds  of  £s  for  them  to  utilise  in  other  ways. 


If  there  is  a  better  recipe  for  a  local  pharmaceutical  meet- 
ing in  1962  than  that  of  the  South-eastern  Federation  of 
Pharmacists  I  have  yet  to  meet  it.  I  have  now  observed  it  in 
operation  on  several  occasions  and  what  surprises  me  is 
that  it  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know,  been  taken  up  in  other 
areas,  or  even  arisen  endemically  elsewhere.  The  operative 
words  are,  of  course,  "in  1962"  and  "local,"  which  imply 
taking  into  account  two  realities  of  life  in  this  day  and  age. 
One  is  that  if  you  make  a  meeting  local  enough  to  allow 
everybody  to  arrive  on  foot,  as  was  no  doubt  necessary 
in  years  gone  by,  you  get  an  audience  too  small,  as  a  rule,  to 
be  considered  worth  while.  That,  at  least,  is  my  observation 
of  many  meetings  based  on  strict  branch  areas.  The  speaker 
feels  that  he  has  made  an  excessive  sacrifice  in  turning  out 
to  speak  to  so  small  an  attendance  and  the  members  present, 
being  naturally  the  most  loyal  in  the  branch,  feel  a  certain 
shame  or  embarrassment.  But  if  the  catchment  area  is 
widened  to  take  account  of  another  present  reality,  namely 
that  most  members  have  cars,  a  meeting  can  be  held  that  is 
thoroughly  enjoyable  and  worth-while  for  all  concerned. 
Which  brings  me  back  to  the  South-easterner's  formula. 
In  a  hotel  in  the  territory  of  each  member  branch  in  turn 
(there  are  five)  they  book  a  room  large  enough  to  put  on  a 
dinner  with  main  and  spur  tables  and  make  their  principal 
guest  a  good  speaker  on  a  topic  of  current  interest.  He 
enjoys  a  good  (and  informal)  meal  with  them.  [There  are  no 
dinner  jackets  because — another  acknowledgment  of  reality 
— that  would  introduce  complications  such  as  making  chang- 
ing rooms  available].  There  is  a  short  break.  The  speech  is 
given.  Everybody  listens  in  relaxed  comfort,  and  the  ques- 
tions flow  easily  afterwards.  Wives  can  come  and  enjoy  the 
meal.  If  they  don't  want  to  listen  to  the  address  the  hotel 
has  always  a  public  lounge  or  possibly  a  television  room. 

A    PHARMACIST'S  ANTHOLOGY 

DANDELION  "  COFFEE  " 

From  "  Cotswold  Lad  "  by  Sid  Knight 
For  liver  complaints  we  dug  up  dandelion  roots  with  a 
one-tined  fork  specially  made  by  the  blacksmith  for  the 
purpose,  washed,  dried  and  roasted  them  in  the  oven,  then 
crushed  them  to  powder  with  a  bottle,  and  after  pouring 
boiling  water  over  them,  half  a  teaspoonful  to  a  large  cup, 
we  added  milk  and  sugar,  when  we  had  it,  and  drank  the 
beverage  for  breakfast  as  coffee.  This  drink  is  by  no  means 
unpalatable.  We  also  ate  the  young  dandelion  leaves  in 
early  spring  when  there  was  no  other  green  salad  about, 
sometimes  bleaching  them  by  covering  them  with  an  old 
sack.  This  was  supposed  to  be  a  blood-cleanser,  but  "  brim- 
stone and  treacle "  was  always  on  tap  for  the  same 
purpose. 
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GUIDANCE  ON  HISTORICAL  RESEARCH 

A  hundred  enrolments  expected  in  post-graduate  course 


APRET1MINARY  report  on  the  work  of  the  subcom- 
mittee formed  to  consider  providing  guidance 
on  historical  research  methods  to  members  of  the 
Society  was  received  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  in 
London  on  December  4  and  5.  A  verbal  report  was  also 
given  by  Dr.  M.  P.  Earles.  The  subcommittee  had  agreed 
that  the  primary  objective  should  be  to  "  arouse  an  interest 
in  the  history  of  pharmacy,  largely  on  a  local  level,  and  to 
provide  sufficient  information  to  enable  an  interested  person 
to  get  started  on  some  original  historical  work.'*  The  sub- 
committee recommended  that  a  short  introductory  paragraph 
should  be  included  in  the  next  edition  of  the  Newsletter, 
giving  an  outline  of  the  scheme  that  had  been  agreed  as  to 
guidance  in  historical  methods  and  research.  It  was  intended 
to  include  more  detailed  information  on  general  studies  in 
Newsletter  No.  9;  on  the  history  of  retail  pharmacy  in 
Newsletter  No.  10;  and  on  the  history  of  hospital  pharmacy, 
the  pharmaceutical  industry,  local  organisations  and  educa- 
tion, etc.,  in  Newsletter  No.  11.  The  Committee  adopted  the 
recommendations  of  the  subcommittee  and  received  the 
minutes. 

Post-graduate  Course  for  Pharmacists 

It  was  reported  that  seventy-eight  enrolments  had  been 
received  by  November  22,  that  applications  were  still  being 
received,  and  that  it  was  probable  that  the  final  figure  would 
be  between  eighty  and  100.  A  final  decision  whether  to  hold 
the  course  had  been  postponed  until  it  was  known  what  sup- 
port for  it  would  be  forthcoming  and  more  precise  details 
of  its  cost  could  be  obtained.  In  the  light  of  information 
now  available,  the  Education  Committee  recommended 
making  final  arrangements  to  hold  the  course. 

In  the  absence  of  the  chairman  of  the  Education  Commit- 
tee (Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger),  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  held 
on  December  4  were  presented  by  Dr.  W.  Lane-Petter.  The 
Committee  reported  having  received  an  analysis  of  students 
at  schools  of  pharmacy,  Autumn  session  1962. 

It  was  reported  that  annual  meetings  of  examiners  and 
teachers  would  be  held  on  the  following  dates: — January  14, 
1963:  Pharmaceutics;  January  16:  Pharmaceutical  chemi- 
stry; January  21:  Pharmacognosy;  January  22:  Physiology 
and  pharmacology.  The  Committee  recommended  that  the 
following  persons  should  be  appointed  invigilators,  1963:  — 
Aberdeen,  W.  Abernethy  and  G.  Shepherd;  Birmingham,  C. 
McArdle  and  P.  Crees;  Bradford,  W.  H.  Fysh  and  D.  L. 
Carter;  Bristol,  R.  E.  Griffin:  Brighton,  E.  R.  Parken: 
Cardiff,  Mrs.  C.  Lloyd.  Edinburgh,  Miss  O.  W.  Scarlett  and 
J.  H.  Henderson;  Leicester,  E.  J.  Fitchett  and  E.  D.  Wain; 
Liverpool,  L.  A.  Butt;  Plymouth,  A.  G.  M.  Madge;  Ports- 
mouth, N.  E.  Neville  and  N.  Francis;  Sunderland,  Mrs. 
E.  A.  W.  Brockies. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  in  1963  the  practical 
examinations  for  the  Qualifying  examination  (old  regula- 
tions, two-year  course)  should  be  held  at  Edinburgh  and 
Brighton  only,  and  that  a  statement  should  be  published  to 
the  effect  that  the  Qualifying  examination  under  those 
regulations  would  be  held  for  the  last  time  in  June  1964. 
The  minutes  and  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Representation  on  Contractors'  Committee 

The  Council  received  a  letter  from  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  reporting  on  the  consideration  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Union  had  given  to  the  matter.  The 
Council  instructed  that  a  reply  should  be  sent  setting  out  the 
Council's  views  on  the  position  disclosed  in  the  letter. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid 
Committee  (Mr.  T.  Heseltine)  presented  the  minutes  of  the 


meeting  held  on  December  4.  Twelve  persons  were  recom- 
mended for  election  as  annuitants  from  January  1,  1963,  six 
being  granted  £39,  three  £52  and  three  others  £78,  £91  and 
£104  respectively.  Authority  was  given  to  make  gifts  of  £5 
to  each  beneficiary  receiving  regular  grants  and  of  £5  plus 
£2  for  each  dependent  child  or  student  at  the  chairman's 
discretion  to  persons  who  had  received  special  block  grants 
during  1962.  The  minutes  were  received  and  the  recommen- 
dations adopted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Services  Committee  (Mr. 
J.  B.  Grosset)  presented  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on 
December  4.  Resolutions  were  received  from  the  West  Hert- 
fordshire Branch  about  supervision  of  dispensing  assistants: 
Ayrshire  Branch  concerning  N.H.S.  negotiations:  and  Read- 
ing and  District  Branch  about  the  control  of  new  products. 
The  secretary  was  instructed  to  send  appropriate  replies.  It 
was  recommended  that  Mr.  A.  Aldington  should  be  appoin- 
ted the  Society's  delegate  to  the  annual  congress  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Health.  Eastbourne,  1963.  The  minutes 
were  received  and  the  recommendations  adopted. 

The  President  informed  the  Council  with  deep  regret  of 
the  death  of  Mr.  Granville  Shaw  (a  member  of  Council 
1946-58,  vice-president  of  the  Society  1955-56,  and  presi- 
dent, 1956-57).  Mr.  Shaw  had  served  the  profession,  he  said, 
with  great  dignity  and  sincerity,  and  had  been  an  outstand- 
ing president.  He  excelled  as  a  pharmacist  and  was  a  talen- 
ted musician  and  artist.  The  president  expressed  the  Coun- 
cil's sympathy  to  Mrs.  Shaw  and  her  son,  Dr.  Shaw. 
Members  stood  in  silent  tribute. 

The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Organisation,  Finance 
and  General  Purposes,  Publications,  Law  and  Ethical  Com- 
mittees, held  on  December  4,  were  received  and  the  recom- 
mendations adopted. 

Present  at  the  Council  meeting  were  the  president  (Miss  M.  A.  Burr), 
vice-president  (Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe),  treasurer  (Mr.  W.  S.  Howells). 
Messrs.  A.  Aldington.  J.  C.  Bloomfield,  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  A.  R.  G. 
Chamings,  W.  M.  Darling,  P.  G.  Flood,  J.  B.  Grosset,  T.  Heseltine,  and 
M.  Jackson,  Drs.  W.  Lane-Petter  and  D.  R.  Laurence,  Messrs.  G. 
Lowther,  J.  F.  McNeal,  T.  Reid,  H.  Ridehalgh,  H.  Steinman,  and  W.  J. 
Tristram,  Dr.  S.  R.  F.  Whittaker,  Mr.  H.  Williams  and  the  secretaries 
(Sir  Hugh  Linstead  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams).  Apologies  for  absence  were 
received  from  Messrs.  H.  S.  Grainger  and  H.  J.  Graves.  The  President 
said  she  was  pleased  to  welcome  back  Messrs.  Heseltine  and  Jackson,  who 
had  been  absent  from  recent  meetings  through  illness.

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The  total  number  of  students  at  schools  of  pharmacy  has 
increased  from  1,905  in  1961  to  2,114  in  1962,  a  net  increase  of 
209,  reflecting  the  increased  number  of  student  places  available 
at  many  schools.  Male  students  total  1,102;  female  students  687; 
overseas  students  (male  and  female)  number  165. 

The  number  of  students  taking  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
diploma  (old  regulations — two-year  course)  shows,  as  expected,  a 
sharp  fall  (from  187  to  thirty-one).  The  last  course  of  instruction 
under  those  regulations  began  in  the  autumn  of  1961  at  two 
schools  only  (Liverpool  and  Portsmouth).  The  thirty-one  students 
are  completing  the  second  and  final  year  of  the  course. 

Diploma  students  under  the  current  regulations  (three-year 
course)  show  an  increase  from  537  to  684.  The  number  of  first- 
year  students  has  decreased  from  230  to  220.  Students  studying 
for  degrees  in  pharmacy  number  1,239  against  1,070,  the  highest 
total  ever  recorded  and  comparable  with  the  total  of  684  students 
studying  for  the  diploma.  In  other  words  64  per  cent,  of  all  the 
students  at  schools  of  pharmacy  are  declared  to  be  reading  for 
degrees  in  pharmacy.  Of  the  743  first-year  students  at  schools  of 
pharmacy  523  (70  per  cent.)  are  declared  to  be  degree  students. 
The  totals,  says  the  report,  should  be  treated  with  reserve,  as 
some  schools  are  now  running  a  common  first-year  for  degree 
and  diploma  students.  In  those  schools  students  are  advised  at 
some  period  during  the  first  year  of  their  studies  whether  or  not 
to  continue  with  the  degree  course  or  transfer  to  the  diploma 


course.  In  the  second  and  sometimes  in  the  third  year  degree 
courses  some  students  also  transfer  to  the  diploma  course.  Some 
schools  advise  their  degree  students  to  take  the  diploma  as  a. 
"  safety-first  "  measure.  Of  the  1,239  students  studying  for  degrees 
in  pharmacy,  451  are  calculated  to  be  studying  for  the  external 
degree  of  the  University  of  London;  the  remaining  788  are 
studying  as  internal  students  of  the  universities  awarding  degrees. 
The  number  of  first-year  students  for  degree  and  diploma  has 
risen  from  709  to  743. 

Vacant  Places 

The  returns  made  show  that  there  were  114  vacant  places  for 
first-year  students  against  152  in  1961,  but  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  number  of  student  places  available  at  schools  has 
increased,  as  has  the  total  number  of  students.  Fifty-seven  regis- 
tered students  are  known  to  have  begun,  this  autumn,  a  period  of 
pre-graduate  practical  training,  though,  they  could  have  begun  their 
academic  studies  at  a  school  of  pharmacy.  Most  of  them  were 
either  encouraged  to  do  so  by  their  employer,  or  were  unable  to 
get  into  the  school  of  their  choice,  and  preferred  to  wait  until 
1963,  or  were  unable  to  get  a  place  as  an  internal  student  for  a 
degree  course,  and  again  preferred  to  wait.  Without  taking  those 
factors  into  consideration  it  would  be  misleading  to  assume  that 
there  is  a  shortage  of  entrants  into  pharmacy  by  considering  only 
the  number  of  places  declared  vacant  at  schools  this  autumn. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


THE  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land (Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly)  made  it  clear  at  the  monthly 
meeting  on  December  11  that,  until  negotiations  be- 
tween the  Council  and  the  Minister  for  Education  had  been 
concluded,  the  Council  would  have  to  continue  to  finance 
student  education  out  of  the  Society's  funds.  When  the 
matter  was  finally  settled  all  members'  fees  would  be  used 
for  Society's  purposes  but  until  then  the  Council  would 
have  to  continue  its  educational  commitments. 

The  matter  was  raised  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Miller,  who  said 
that,  at  the  adjourned  annual  meeting,  the  majority  of 
members  had  been  under  the  impression  that  the  president 
had  stated  that  not  one  penny  of  the  £7  7s.  subscription 
would  go  towards  education.  Mr.  Kennelly  replied  that 
he  had  said  it  was  the  objective  of  the  Council  to  ensure 
that  the  subscription  would  be  devoted  entirely  to  the 
Society — and  for  Society  purposes  only. 

He  had  further  pointed  out  that  the  Council  had  had 
discussions  with  the  Minister  in  an  effort  to  impress  on  him 
that  he  was  responsible  for  the  education  of  the  students. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  (treasurer)  said  that  he  had  clearly 
stated  that  the  Council  had  an  obligation  to  continue  its 
educational  programme.  "  I  explained  that  our  objective 
was:  to  remove  the  obligation  of  having  to  provide  for  the 
education  of  our  students  from  Society  funds,  but  I  made  it 
clear  that  until  such  time  as  we  achieved  that  we  would 
have  to  carry  out  our  obligation  and  continue  with  our  edu- 
cational programme."  Perhaps  the  president  had  not  laid 
sufficient  emphasis  on  the  necessity  of  continuing  the  edu- 
cation programme  until  such  time  as  the  Council  was 
relieved  of  it. 

Mr.  Miller  said  that  he  would  like  that  aspect  to  be 
got  across. 

The  Registrar  pointed  out  that  they  were  in  the  middle 
of  an  academic  year  and  must  continue  to  bear  the  expense 
of  it,  but  it  was  "  almost  a  confidence  "  that,  by  the  time 
the  year  had  ended,  the  Minister  would  have  clarified  the 
situation,  and  the  position  as  anticipated  by  the  president 
and  Mr.  Cashman  would  have  come  to  pass. 

Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  was  glad  Mr.  Miller  had  raised  the 
matter  because  he  was  under  the  same  impression  as  the 
majority  of  members  and  he  had  been  approached  by  them 
in  the  matter  as  had.  Mr.  Miller.  He  added  that  whatever 
embarrassment  had  been  caused,  it  was  better  to  have  the 
matter  finally  cleared.  It  was  purely  a  temporary  measure. 

Mr.  M.  Costello  said  he  had  understood  that  the  presi- 
dent had  stated  that  not  one  penny  would  be  used  for  edu- 


cational purposes.  Mr.  J.  P.  O'Donnell  thought  it  should 
also  be  made  clear  that  the  Council  had  no  guarantee  that, 
at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  it  would  be  free  from  its 
obligation.  Though  it  has  not  been  stated  in  any  regulations 
that  the  Society  was  responsible,  it  might  still  have  to 
continue  to  devote  monies  towards  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Cashman  :  "  Desperate  situations  need  desperate 
remedies." 

Recommendations  on  salaries  payable  to  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  college,  which  had  been  submitted  by 
a  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter, 
were  unanimously  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Cashman, 
seconded  by  Mr.  T.  B.  O'Sullivan. 

The  functions  of  the  proposed  Co-ordinating  Committee 
were  outlined  by  Mr.  Miller  after  the  matter  had  been 
raised  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Power,  who  said  he  thought  such  a 
body  had  a  useful  part  to  play  in  pharmacy.  Had  anything 
been  heard  of  the  Committee  lately,  he  asked? 

The  President  replied  that  the  Committee  was  taking  its 
work  very  seriously.  The  meeting  at  which  the  objects  of 
the  Committee  had  been  outlined  had  been  adjourned  to  a 
date  yet  to  be  fixed. 

Mr.  Miller  said  the  suggested  name  for  the  new  organi- 
sation was  "  The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association,"  and 
he  felt  it  would  prove  a  constructive  and  essential  instru- 
ment to  further  the  general  interests  of  pharmacy.  The 
Committee  proposed  to  elect  its  own  president  and  council 
and  he,  as  a  Council  observer,  had  suggested  that  it 
should  bring  out  its  own  magazine.  "  The  Committee," 
he  stated,  "will  speak  as  one  voice,  and  be  as  the  Irish  Medi- 
cal Association  is  to  the  Medical  Board  and  the  Irish  Asso- 
ciation of  Ophthalmic  Opticians  is  to  the  Opticians'  Board." 
The  great  advantage  would  be  that,  unlike  the  president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  who  spoke  with 
authority  on  behalf  of  a  statutory  body,  the  president  of 
this  association  could  speak  with  great  latitude.  He  hoped 
the  Council  would  treat  the  idea  with  the  consideration  is 
deserved. 

Mr.  M.  F.  Walsh,  who  was  welcomed  by  the  president 
on  his  first  appearance  at  a  Council  meeting  after  his  recent 
co-optation,  thought,  as  one  closely  connected  with  the  new 
Association,  that  it  was  a  useful  and  necessary  pharmaceu- 
tical body.  Unfortunately  there  had  been  a  feeling  that  some 
pharmaceutical  organisations  "  were  dragging  their  feet." 

In  reply  to  Mr.  O'Neill,  who  said  that  to  avoid  confu- 
sion he  would  prefer  the  head  of  the  new  body  to  be  called 
chairman  rather  than  president,  Mr.  Miller  said  it  was 
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an  association,  not  a  committee,  and  he  thought  "  presi- 
dent "  would  enhance  its  status. 

Mr.  Cashman  said  that,  if  it  was  to  be  a  social  organisa- 
tion he  would  be  in  favour  of  it,  but  if  it  was  to  delve  into 
other  matters  he  would  like  to  know  whether  the  Associa- 
tion would  make  or  implement  policies.  He  thought  there 
was  great  scope  for  an  organisation  to  co-ordinate  all  sec- 
tions of  pharmacy,  but  there  was  a  basic  difference  when  it 
came  to  creating  policy. 

Mr.  Miller:  "  Is  it  your  fear  that  the  organisation  might 
put  into  operation  a  policy  that  the  Council  might  not 
agree  with?  " 

Mr.  Cashman:  The  possibility  exists  that  this  body  will 
become  a  strong  force.  I  do  not  see  anything  wrong  with 
that,  or  with  its  influencing  the  Council  in  certain  courses 
of  action.  I  see  a  considerable  amount  of  good  emerging 
from  an  organisation  influencing  Council  policy — properly 
thought  out  and  planned — but  I  do  not  want  to  see  a  situa- 
tion in  which  such  a  body  might  express  opinions  which 
would  be  in  conflict  with  more  mature  policy."' 

Mr.  Miller  said  the  Council,  as  such,  had  no  policy. 
Its  function  was  merely  to  administer  the  poison  laws  and 
see  that  pharmacy  was  carried  out  according  to  the  rules. 


That  was  a  whole-time  task,  and  the  Council  was  at  present 
laden  with  problems  that  were  no  concern  of  pharmacy  at 
all.  In  contrast,  the  new  organisation  would  look  after 
the  interests  of  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  it  was  up  to 
Irish  pharmacists  to  elect  a  president  and  committee  that 
they  thought  would  be  capable  of  doing  that. 

Mr.  Walsh  said  the  constitution  of  the  new  body  was 
clear.  It  specified  that  the  emphasis  would  be  on  co-ordina- 
tion, not  on  dictating  policy.  It  would  be  "  stupid  and  im- 
pertinent "  for  such  a  body  to  attempt  to  tell  the  Council 
how  to  administer  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Select  Com- 
mittee on  the  Health  Services  was  a  matter  not  for  an 
academic  body  but  rather  for  a  business  one.  The  co-ordin- 
ating body  would  advise  the  Council,  and,  as  the  Council 
would  be  represented  on  it,  he  did  not  think  there  were  any 
grounds  for  Mr.  Cashman's  fears. 

When  Mr.  O'Donnell  said  he  was  concerned  with  the 
existing  position  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  medicines  to 
people  in  the  lower  income  group,  the  President  said  that 
that  would  be  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Select  Commit- 
tee [held  on  December  19]  and  to  be  attended  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Society.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland  was  held  in  Bel- 
fast on  December  13,  the  president  (Mr.  D.  Moore)  in 
the  chair. 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting  the  President  expressed 
sorrow  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Percy  Shinner  (a  former  presi- 
dent and  member  of  the  Council)  and  the  members  stood 
in  silence  as  a  token  of  respect.  A  letter  of  sympathy  had 
been  sent  to  his  widow  and  son. 

Mr.  Gorman  later  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Shinner  and  her 
son,  thanking  the  Council  for  their  wreath  and  letter  of 
sympathy. 

Mr.  Moore  also  said  that  Mr.  R.  M.  Watson  (treasurer) 
had  had  an  accident  and  was  in  hospital,  though  happily 
his  injuries  were  not  serious.  It  was  agreed  to  send  Mr. 
Watson  a  letter  expressing  the  Council's  good  wishes  for  a 
speedy  recovery. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  Council  meeting  were  ap- 
proved on  the  proposal  of  Mr.  G.  E.  McIlhagger,  seconded 
by  Mr.  J.  Kerr. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  C.  D.  Bain 
(chairman,  Scottish  Executive,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain),  who  had  been  a  guest  at  the  Northern  Ire- 
land Society's  Benevolent  Fund  dance  on  November  8, 
thanking  the  Council  for  the  kindness  and  hospitality  ex- 
tended to  him. 

A  letter  from  the  South  African  Pharmacy  Board,  in- 
forming the  Council  of  its  decision  to  recognise  the  Nor- 
thern Ireland  Society's  pharmaceutical  qualifications  on  a 
reciprocal  basis,  was  also  tabled.  The  Council  agreed,  on  the 
proposal  of  Mr.  W.  P.  Ewart,  seconded  by  Mr.  N.  C. 
Cooper,  to  accept  that  decision. 

The  Secretary  also  presented  a  letter  from  the  architect 
of  the  Society's  new  premises,  giving  an  estimate  totalling 
£140  12s.  for  the  repointing  of  the  rear  of  the  existing 
building.  The  estimate  was  adopted  on  the  proposal  of  Mr. 
A.  Templeton,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  Donaldson. 

An  application  from  Mrs.  Agnes  Isobel  Moorfield  (nee 
Wilson),  M.P.S.  (G.B.),  to  have  her  name  placed  on  the 
Northern  Ireland  register  was  granted  on  the  proposal  of 
Mr.  McIlhagger,  seconded  by  Mr.  Campbell. 

Mr.  Gorman  read  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Alexander  Reid 
&  Fraser,  chartered  auctioneers  and  estate  agents,  concerning 
an  interview  between  representatives  of  the  Society  and  the 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association,  on  the  proposal  to  let  the 
Society's  existing  Council  chamber  to  the  U.C.A.  after  com- 


pletion of  alterations  to  the  building.  The  Council  adopted 
Mr.  Boyd's  suggestion  to  defer  discussion  until  the  U.C.A. 
had  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  matter. 

Mr.  Gorman  also  presented  a  report  on  a  two-hour  meet- 
ing with  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  regarding  the  Soci- 
ety's financial  position.  Mr.  Gorman  said  he  had  since 
written  to  the  Ministry,  giving  precise  figures,  as  requested, 
but  had  so  far  received  no  reply. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Templeton,  the  President  said  the 
licence  fees  were  collected  by  the  Ministry  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  inspectorate. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presented  by  Mr. 
A.  T.  Hardy  and  containing  recommendations  for  the  pay- 
ment of  accounts  totalling  £4,110  Is.  5d.,  was  adopted  on  the 
proposal  of  Mr.  J.  Gordon,  seconded  by  Mr.  B.  Flatley. 

On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Hardy,  seconded  by  Mr.  Boyd, 
the  Council  impressed  the  seal  of  the  Society  on  forms  of 
transfer  passing  the  Society's  investments  into  the  name  of 
the  Ulster  Bank,  Ltd. 

Mr.  I.  Kerr  (chairman,  House  Committee),  reported 
that  the  caretaker's  flat  should  be  ready  for  occupation  by 
the  New  Year  and  demolition  at  the  rear  of  the  building 
was  completed  and  the  foundation  of  the  lecture  hall  laid. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  McIlhagger,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Cooper,  and  agreed  that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to  the  prin- 
cipal of  Belfast  college  of  technology  asking  for  details  of 
progress  on  the  new  pharmacy  accommodation. 

The  President  announced  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bene- 
volent Fund  dance  amounted  to  £166  4s.  9d.— a  record  by 
£60.  It  was  agreed  to  write  to  members  of  the  dance  com- 
mittee who  were  not  members  of  the  Council  to  thank  them 
for  their  efforts. 

The  President  reported  that,  since  the  previous  meeting, 
he  had  been  entertained  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  in  Dublin,  by  the  Society  of  Pharmaceutical  Stu- 
dents in  Northern  Ireland  at  their  first  dinner  and  dance, 
and  by  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association. 

Mr.  Boyd  suggested  that  the  Council  should  hold  a  dinner 
to  mark  the  president's  election  each  year,  and  it  was  agreed 
to  discuss  that  at  the  January  meeting. 

Present  were  Dr.  I.  Cronhelm  and  Messrs.  F.  R.  Moore,  J. P., 
A.  Templeton,  W.  Donaldson,  Walter  C.  Tate,  A.  T.  Hardy, 
N.  C.  Cooper,  B.  Flatley,  G.  E.  McIlhagger,  J.  Kerr,  W.  H. 
Boyd,  H.  G.  Campbell,  J.  Gordon,  W.  P.  Ewart,  R.  J.  Davidson 
and  W.  T.  Hunter.  Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from 
Professor  O.  L.  Wade,  Dr.  R.  G.  R.  Bacon  and  Messrs.  J. 
Paul,  R.  M.  Watson  and  H.  F.  Moore.

THE  annual  meeting 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  in  Bel- 
fast in  November,  the  president  (Mr. 
J.  Paul)  in  the  chair.  The  annual  report 
of  the  executive  committee  and  the 
treasurer's  financial  statement  were 
adopted. 

No  new  candidates  having  been 
nominated,  the  following  were  declared 
re-elected  to  the  executive  committee 
for  a  period  of  three  years: — Messrs. 
N.  A.  J.  Anderson,  J.  A.  Brown,  W.  E. 
Cooper,  R.  Gibson,  T.  A.  Gibson. 
C.  L.  G.  Rattie  and  J.  C.  Wellwood. 

President's  Address 

After  welcoming  members  the  Pre- 
sident said  that  the  Association  had 
suffered  considerable  loss  by  the  deaths 
of  eleven  members,  including  Messrs. 
W.  J.  Thornton  and  P.  R.  W.  Shinner. 
The  committee  had  had  a  busy  and 
successful  year,  during  which  many 
problems  had  been  resolved.  Drawing 
attention  to  one  unsolved  difficulty, 
namely  the  fierce  competition  facing 
chemists  from  grocers,  department 
stores  and  supermarkets,  he  pointed  to 
the  ever-increasing  tendency  of  manu- 
facturers to  seek  wider  distribution  for 
their  products.  The  pharmaceutical 
Press  had  reported  that  sales  of  chem- 
ists' and  toiletry  lines  had  increased  by 
81  per  cent,  during  the  ten  years  prior 
to  1960,  but  cash  sales  by  chemists 
showed  only  a  48  per  cent,  increase. 
That,  he  thought,  showed  clearly  what 
was  being  lost.  He  suggested  two 
methods  for  dealing  with  the  problem. 
If  chemists  refused  to  stock  any  new 
product  until  it  had  received  the  bless- 
ing of  the  executive  committee,  they 
would  soon  be  in  a  strong  position  to 
talk  to  manufacturers,  because  new 
pharmaceutical  products  could  not  sur- 
vive without  backing  from  the  chemist. 
That  was  particularly  true  in  Northern 
Ireland,  where  there  were  few  super- 
markets at  present.  The  executive  com- 
mittee was  negotiating  with  the  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union,  Scottish 
Federation  and  Irish  Drug  Association 
on  the  subject.  His  second  suggestion 
was  to  remedy  the  position  in  which 
chemists,  as  a  trading  body,  were  fall- 
ing behind  other  traders  in  modernisa- 
tion and  display  techniques  and,  as  a 
result,  were  losing  sales.  Far  more  im- 
portant was  closer  co-operation  between 
the  executive  committee  and  members. 
During  the  past  year,  he  felt,  much  had 
been  accomplished  to  bring  that  about. 
For  example,  in  May  the  executive 
committee  had  held  its  first-ever  meet- 
ing outside  Belfast,  and  in  October  the 
North-east  Chemists'  Association  had 
entertained  the  executive  committee  to 
dinner  in  Portstewart.  Those  meetings 
with  the  local  associations,  at  which  he 
had  been  pleased  to  see  keen  interest, 
enthusiasm  and  comradeship,  would  be 
continued  during  the  coming  year,  in- 
cluding visits  to  areas  where  there  was 
no  active  association. 

Speaking  on  the  number  of  "  patent  " 
medicines  obtainable  otherwise  than 
from  pharmacies  the  president  con- 
sidered that  not  to  be  in  the  public 
interest.  Medicines  for  the  treatment  of 
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of  the  Ulster  human  ailments  should  be  available, 
he  said,  from  chemists  only.  The  chem- 
ist, by  his  training,  was  the  only  person 
able  to  say  whether  a  particular 
"  patent  "  medicine  was  suitable  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  being  pur- 
chased. Secondly  he  could  advise  the 
customer  that  medical  attention  should 
be  sought.  Though  many  people  would 
do  anything  before  seeking  medical  ad- 
vice, they  would  be  much  safer  not  to 
pick  up  advertised  medicines  from  any 
kind  of  shop.  Before  buying  any 
"  patent  "  medicine,  the  public  should 
ask  the  advice  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist;  it  would  always  be  freely  given. 

Concluding,  the  president  thanked 
members  of  the  executive  committee 
for  their  support  and  paid  tribute  to 
the  work  of  the  secretary  (Miss  A.  E. 
Strachan). 

Lively  discussion  followed  concerning 
the  future  policy  of  the  U.C.A.  in  en- 
deavouring to  combat  the  tendency  of 
firms  to  extend  their  products  through 
stores,  etc.  Agreement  was  reached  that 
100  per  cent,  support  should  be  given 
to  manufacturers  who  consistently  sup- 
ported the  chemist;  that  all  new  pro- 
ducts should  be  "  vetted  "  by  the  execu- 
tive committee;  and  that  sponsored 
lines  should  be  introduced  to  compete 
with  those  offered  by  other  traders.  Mr. 
W.  J.  Moffett  stated  that  negotiations 
along  those  lines  were  taking  place  with 
the  N.P.U.  marketing  committee  to  ex- 
tend their  lines  to  U.C.A.  members. 
Mr.  J.  I.  V.  Marshall,  of  Carryduff. 
raised  the  matter  of  price-cutting  in 
some  provincial  areas.  Mr.  J.  Paul  re- 
plied that,  while  that  was  to  be  de- 
plored, the  provincial  chemist  often 
found  himself  in  difficulties  with  a 
farmer  demanding  articles  at  reduced 
prices  since  he  was  offered  the  same 
article  at  cut  price  by  van  salesmen  in 
his  own  farmyard.  The  U.C.A.  had 
continued  to  fight  that  menace. 

Mr.  C.  L.  G.  Rattie  said  that  mem- 
bers had  asked  him  whether  it  was  pos- 
sible to  procure  payment  for  coding 
prescriptions.  He  put  forward  a  motion, 
which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Mof- 
fett and  carried,  asking  the  Local  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  at  its  discretion, 
to  negotiate  for  payment  for  coding. 
Mr  W.  H.  Irwin  asked  if  the  annual 
meeting  could  be  held  on  an  earlier 
date  in  the  month,  as  many  members 
found  themselves  at  present  too  busy 
with  end-of-the-month  work,  to  attend. 
It  was  agreed  to  consider  that  sugges- 
tion. Mr.  Irwin  raised  the  question  of 
a  public-relations  officer  to  counteract 
the  "  misleading  reports  concerning 
chemists  which  constantly  appeared  in 
the  Press,  especially  in  connection  with 
Health  Service  matters."  Messrs.  W.  I. 
Moffett  and  W.  J.  Rankin  reminded 
members  of  the  cost  of  a  public-rela- 
tions officer,  and  the  difficulty  of  getting 
Press  notices  corrected.  Mr.  J.  A. 
Brown  thought  the  value  of  newspaper 
reports  to  customers  was  over-estima- 
ted, pointing  out  that  the  finest 
ambassadors  for  pharmacy  were  the 
pharmacists. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  president  was 
passed  with  acclamation.

EDINBURGH 
Annual  Dinner 

Proposing  the  toast  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  at  the  annual  dinner  of 
the  Edinburgh  and  South-eastern  Scot- 
tish Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutieal 
Society  held  on  November  28,  Mr. 
W.  McL.  Dewar,  O.B.E.  (headmaster, 
George  Heriot's  School)  congratulated 
the  Society  on  the  educational  advances 
it  had  made.  As  headmaster  of  one  of 
the  largest  schools  in  Edinburgh,  he 
frequently  had  to  advise  parents  of 
pupils  on  the  choice  of  a  career,  and 
never  had  he  advised  against  phar- 
macy. It  offered  to  the  young  man  or 
woman  an  opportunity  to  serve  the 
community,  even  though  all  their  ener- 
gies were  not,  unlike  their  continental 
colleagues,  devoted  entirely  to  the 
scientific  side  of  the  profession.  Mr. 
H.  S.  Grainger  (past-president  of  the 
Society)  acknowledged  the  toast.  He 
was  in  no  doubt  that  the  educational 
policy  adopted  was  the  correct  one,  but 
now  consolidation  of  that  policy  was 
required.  The  Council  for  its  part  looked 
forward  to  the  institution  of  a  degree 
in  pharmacy  by  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  in  association  with  the 
school  of  pharmacy  of  the  Heriot  Watt 
College.  That  might  lead  to  a  decrease 
in  the  number  taking  the  Society's  ex- 
amination, as  more  students  would 
qualify  by  way  of  the  degree.  Express- 
ing concern  for  the  future  of  the  lab- 
oratories at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh, 
when  they  ceased  to  be  used  as  an  ex- 
amination centre,  Mr.  Grainger  thought 
they  might  well  be  used  for  post-gradu- 
ate courses.  He  was  confident  that 
Edinburgh,  a  city  of  such  history, 
charm  and  character,  would  not  fail  to 
attract  visitors  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  when  it  met  there 
in  1964.

In  Northern  Ireland  during  August 
475,494  prescriptions  (339,933  forms) 
were  dispensed  at  a  total  net  cost  of 
£204.153.  Average  cost  per  prescription 
was  127-57d.  (103-04d.  net). 
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The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  December  18 :  Routine  pur- 
chases of  Crude  Drugs  brought  no  im- 
portant price  changes  during  the  week 
in  (that  market.  Some  merchants  believe 
that  Brazilian  Menthol  will  not  fall 
any  further  since  it  is  now  at  a  very 
low  level  and  has  been  steady  for  a 
number  of  weeks.  Meanwhile  importers 
in  Ceylon  have  been  told  that  they  may 
no  longer  import  menthol  (from  any 
source)  under  open  general  licence  and 
that  all  outstanding  orders  not  covered 
by  irrevocable  letters  of  credit  must  be 
cancelled.  Licences  for  the  importation 
of  the  crystals  will  be  issued  by  the 
Controller  of  Imports  and  Exports  in 
consultation  with  the  Director  of 
Health  Services,  and  the  Director  of 
Development  (Development  Division), 
Ministry  of  Industries,  Home  and  Cul- 
tural Affairs.  Senna  shipments  from

In  Essential  Oils  the  Italian  Ber- 
gamot  crop  is  thought  to  be  about 
90-95  per  cent,  of  normal  but  as  there 
is  a  sufficient  carry-forward  from  last 
year's  crop  to  make  up  the  deficiency, 
supplies  for  the  coming  year  should  be 
normal  and  prices  are  not  expected  to 
fluctuate  to  any  extent.  Importers  of 
Florida  Orange  have  withdrawn  their 
offers  on  instruction  of  their  shippers. 
Frosts  in  Florida  are  reported  to  have 
done  severe  damage  to  the  trees,  con- 
sequently primary  suppliers  require  time 
to  assess  the  position.  Meanwhile  there 
were  reports  of  resellers  at  origin 
quoting  extremely  high  prices  for  future 
deliveries  (at  least  three  times  higher 
than  a  week  ago),  but  it  was  thought 
unlikely  that  there  were  any  takers, 
Lemongrass  prices  improved  slightly, 
reversing  the  trend  of  the  past  four 
weeks.

Sardinian  Magnesium  Oxide  Plant. — 

Work  has  begun  on  a  factory  for  the 
production  of  magnesium  oxide  at  Sant' 
Antioco,  Sardinia.  The  plant,  which 
will  have  a  capacity  of  50,000  tons  of 
magnesite  per  year  is  expected  to  cost 
3,000  million  lire  and  start  operation 
early  in  1964.  The  factory  is  being  built 
by  the  Societa  Sardamag  in  which  the 
British  Periclase  Company  has  a  share. 

U.S.  Commodity  Loan  for  Pakistan. 
— An  interest-free  United  States  loan 
for  £15  millions  to  Pakistan  was  signed 
in  Karachi  recently.  The  loan  was  made 
to  assist  Pakistan  import  basic  com- 


modities, but  among  other  items  cov- 
ered by  the  loan  agreement  were  scien- 
tific instruments  and  pharmaceuticals. 
The  rupees  received  by  the  Government 
of  Pakistan  from  importers  of  those 
commodities  may  be  used  by  the  gov- 
ernment for  its  development  programme. 

U.S.  Pesticide  Sales  Forecast. — For 
the  ninth  consecutive  year  the  pesticide 
chemicals  industry  in  the  United  States 
will  show  sales  increase  in  1962  accord- 
ing to  the  National  Agricultural  Chem- 
icals Association.  The  Association  esti- 
mates sales  of  pesticide  chemicals  at 
the  manufacturers'  level  will  total  in 
1962  some  325  million  dollars,  or  an 
increase  of  about  8  per  cent,  over  1961.
